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Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 1-27 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

a. Regarding claims 1, 13, and 25, and all claims depending therefrom, the prior art 
of record fails to sufficiently describe or suggest a sensor device comprising an electronic 
collision sensor for outputting an electric signal in accordance with a displacement 
caused by collision with an object; a casing for mounting the sensor and a vibration 
damping member for damping frequencies equal to or greater than 1 kHz. These along 
with further limitations render the claims allowable over the prior art of record. 

b. As for claim 9, and all claims depending therefrom, the prior art fails to describe 
or suggest a ceramic package for an electronic component comprising a main body for 
mounting the electronic component; a metallic electrode attached to the main body 
wherein the electronic component is electrically connected to the metallic electrode prior 
to being mounted on the main body; and a lead welded to the metallic electrode after 
mounting of the electronic component such that the metallic electrode prevents influence 
of the welding from being exerted on the electronic component. These along with further 
limitations set forth render the claims allowable over the prior art. 

c. As for claim 16, and all claims depending therefrom, the prior art fails to describe 
or suggest a sensor device comprising an electronic collision sensor for outputting an 
electric signal in accordance with a displacement caused by collision with an object; a 
casing for mounting the sensor and a dynamic damper attached to the electronic sensor, 
the dynamic damper being tuned to a resonance point of a sensing portion of the sensor. 
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These along with further limitations set forth render the claims allowable over the prior 
art of record. 

d. Regarding claim 18, and all claims depending therefrom, the prior art of record 
fails to sufficiently describe or suggest a sensor device comprising an electronic collision 
sensor for outputting an electric signal in accordance with a physical displacement of a 
sensing portion; a casing for mounting the sensor; a vibration damping member for 
damping high frequencies, wherein physical properties of the vibration damping member 
includes a hardness, dielectric dissipation factor, a shape, and a size are configured to 
enhance the properties of the vibration damping member for damping the high-frequency 
including vibration at a resonance point of the electronic sensor. These along with 
further limitations render the claims allowable over the prior art of record.
